T here w as rapid im provem ent In the 
situation along the 
gulf 
coast and 
G ulfport ordered to closing of her h o s­ 
pital. 
T here w ere tw o new cases and no 
em inent engineers In fhe world, both : deaths up to noon S aturday 
A m ericans and foreigners, have been 
sum m oned to advise

of our neighbors it would only be when

C. A. Harris Writes the Eafle an En* 
tertalnlng Letter from Brownsville. 


Brownsville, Tex.,Oct. 18, ’05. 
Editors Bryan Eagle: 
Possibly some of your many 
readers would like to hear the ex­ 
perience I 
had in old Monterey, 
Mexico. 
Saturday 
was 
‘‘Fiesta 
D ay’’ there, and at an early hour 
all the pretty “ senoritas,” boys, 
women and old men donned their 
Sunday togs, all waiting eagerly 
for the fun to begin. 
There are 
two plazas, which were decorated 
in the usual fashion, and on all 
sides flowers in full bloom as if it 
was 
May 
i n s t e a d 
of 
the 
laBt of October; 
music 
on 
all 
sfies, and everyone seemed bent 
on getting as much fun out of the 
day as possible. 
Here and there 
groups of Mexicans were gamb- 
ling. 
This is permissible there in 
the open. 
After viewing the 
crowd 
of 
merry Mexicans until 
we 
got 
tire#, with Mr. Hargraves, who 
spoke Spanish fluently, we con­ 
cluded to visit the old Mexican 
burial grounds, and as Monterey 
at one time had G5,000 inhab­ 
itants, th is was quite a place. The 
lots are owned and rented by the 
state, and when the family of a 
dead Mexican can no longer pay 
this rent, the corpse is dug up and 
thrown on the pile of old dry hu ­ 
man bones. 
This pile of human 
bones is at least twelve feet high, 
and skeleton feet, hands and grin­ 
ning skulls are peeping at you 
from all sides of the ghastly heap. 
Well, we next went to the bull 
fight, and what a sight! 
The poor 
horses are 
blindfolded 
and the 
“ matador,” or rider, dashes at the 
bulls waving a red flag, and the 
man who fights the bull will stick 
a “ banadera” or javelin in its 
shoulders, which has a tassel like 
ball on the end of it made of col 
ored tissue pa|>er, until the brute 
is covered with these m any col 
ored tassels and blood streaming 
from dozens of wounds. 
It makes 
many desperate dashes at hor^e 
and man 
and finally gores one 
poor old horse wide open. 
Then 
the real work is at hand. 
The 
man now jum ps before the mad 
animal waving a little red hand­ 
kerchief right in 
its eyes. 
It 
plunges and dashes at the fighter, 
but he nim bly jumps aside. 
At 
last both 
being tired, the man 
slowly walks up squarely in front 
of the bull and, making a quick 
leap, plunges his short sword into 
its brain and the fight is over. 
Before returning to Brownsville 
we went to an obi Mexican mis­ 
sion, which was simply grand in ­ 
side 
with its 
silver 
and 
gold 
ornaments, candlesticks, etc. Then 
I noticed how narrow the streets 
were—only about thirty feet, and 
the 
sidewalks 
about 
four 
feet 
wide— hardly 
room 
enough 
for 
two to walk. 
The houses are all 
iron barred and it looks like a 
city of jails. A great many adobe, 
or mud houses, can be seen cov­ 
ered with grass, and this covering 
lasts as long as the house lasts. 
Well, the crowd at the hotel are 
all going to the fandango and are 
calling ♦‘or me to come in, so will 
close.
